The 
Arab countries are leaning to- 
wards the Western world, we are 
told “As the Arab states be- 
come free from Western political 
control and military occupation 
their alignment with the West 
is bound to be strengthened.” 
Neutralism in Egypt is over, 
whereas Iraq Syria, Jordan and 
the Lebanon who always had had 
doubts about the efficacy of neuwu- 
tralism will now incline more 
openly to a poliey of closer asso- 
ciation with the West. Even if 
Western democracy and reform- 
ist military dictatorship were to 
fail. the alternative would not be 
Communism but the forces of re- 
vivalist.. theocratic Islam as re- 
presented by the Mosiem Brother- 
hood.
